King, Rufus Thomas, his daughter Bobbie Bland 
ani the late Johnny Ace. WDIA has built its reputation on a solid commitment of community 
involvasent. The station helped tc found the Goodwill Home for Children, organised a 
Little League Baseball League, underwrites expenses for Good..ill Boys and Girls Clubs, col- 
lege scholarships ard many many more other comunity projects. Today, \DIA is owned by 
Sonderling Broadcasting, and it contimes with excellent ratings in the second largest and 
richest Black Market in the nation.

Looking ahead, it seems likely that 9 k*z spacing % a bani extension to 1290 kHz will occur.

A simple BF mp state made with an FET or 6AB6/6AU6, & Miller longrave 
coils will do. Also in the shcak is an HQ-140-X, DxX-300, THF, Wedge Loop, 43% IM. The Dx- 
300 has enough problems to fill # book the size of @ Sears catalogue, but I am abaut to re- 
place the tuilt-in loopstick used as tne MW BF coil with a shielded transistor BF transformer 
& maybe this will improve its MW reception as far as overload & mulling are concerned. Until 
then, the HQ-140-X will be the main RX used here. Of course, I'll have to get the pre-selec- 
tor of the DX-300 to "track" with the new coil. Now that John "Recorde" Landecker has gone 
to afternoons at WLS, I guess I'll spend a lot more time DXing than listening to the mighty 
69, hi. 
I hope the New Year and decade bring you many newies, & great DX (at least an SP from your 
local pest, hi).
